GRANTS FOR new 
boats from the White 
Fish Authority are get- 
ting hard to come by. 
One boatyard produc- 
ing small craft claims 
it has lost orders worth 
jfil 10,000 because ap- 
provals are being 
restricted. Ironically, 
the Highlands and 
Islands Development 
Board has plenty of 
cash available for new 
boats, but there are no 
takers. 

Estimates on money 
available for new boats are 
having to be much tighter, 
said a WFA spokesman, ‘No 
longer can we go to Govern- 
ment for supplements as in 
thepast'. 

The WFA made it clear 
that no particular section of 
the industry is being dis- 
criminated against when it 
comes to approving grant 


applications. They are look- 
ing for a “modest replace- 
ment programme for the 
fleet”. Special cases, such as 
replacing total losses, are not 
being excluded, however. 

Applicants for grants 
should be in no doubt about 
their chances of obtaining 
aid, said the spokesman. 
WFA area officers were mak- 
ing it quite clear to fishermen 
that me cash allocation is 
tight. 

Chris ‘Fub* Brook, a direc- 
tor of Falmouth GRP boat 
builders Cvgnus Marine, told 
Fishing New that his firm 
had lost orders for four boats 


— two 37-footers and two 32- 
footers worth £110,000 — 
because fishermen had been 
turned down for grants. Laat 
year men who had been 
divers and truck drivers 
qualified. 


One fisherman who applied 
for a WFA grant in March 
this year to buy a 37 -footer 


waited six months before he 
was told there was no cash.

“If the WFA does not give 
grants fishermen will not be 
able to buy complete boats 
and yards must contract", 
said Mr. Brook on Monday.

Jake sailed from the 
English south coast to 
her Scottish west coast 
base on the island of 
Islay last week and 
started lobster fishing 
on Sunday under skip- 
per-owner Tom Epps. 

Commercial fishing 
catamarans which have gone 
into service have usually Been 
modified pleasure boats. Jake 
is a purpose-built workboat 
— the prototype of a planned 
aeries being offered at the 
very competitive price of 
around £30,000. 

The 36 ft. 6 in. long 
catamaran has a clear deck 
26 fL 9 in. x 13 ft. 8 in. and 
will be able to carry 300 pots 
aboard — half the number 
she will be fishing daily. She 
will be working with another 
cat Tom Epps nas owned for 
the past four years, the 30 ft. 
x 14 ft. Goodwill. 

Tom Epps told Fishing 
News that catamarans have a 
number of advantages when 
potting. 

They stop quickly when 
the power is knocked off, so 
there is les9 manoeuvring up 
to the pots. They are very 
stable and this helps when 
leaning over the bulwarks to 
pick up gear. Deck space is 
enormous, allowing the max- 
imum number of pots to be 
switched to new grounds 
quickly. They are extremely 
manoeuvrable and, having 
less draft, they can be worked 
closer inshore. The second 
engine gives a safety bonus.

“At the moment there is 
the Government's financial 
squeeze on capital projects 
and no-qne has any idea when 
the policy will be relaxed," he 
said.

Most of the recent work on 
fish rearing — chiefly turbot, 
trout and soles — has been 
carried out in tanks in a con- 
fined space alongside the 
fisheries laboratory. 

Commercial production of 
trout and salmon haB become 


widespread and many inland 
farms have opened up small 
trout-rearing units. 

But a recent report by Dr. 
Colin Purdom, head of the 
fish cultivation section at the 
Lowestoft laboratory, warned 
that fish farming was "no 
cheap way out.” 

He also pul paid to earlier 
hopes that falling catches 
from the Ben could bB 
supplemented — either by 
capturing small fish and 
allowing them to grow before 
release, or by fish farming to 
marketable size. 

“Releasing fish into the sea 
is largely ineffective — simp- 
ly because natural produc- 
tivity is enormous and 
natural mortaljty similarly 
he said.
